ANNUAL REPORT | 


Superintending School € ommittee. 


To the citizens of Effingham. The 8. 8. Committee herewith 
present their.annual report for the school year ending March 1, 


1885. We are happy to say that a very satisfactory degree 
of success and prosperity has attended the schools the past 
year: 


There has been a gradual improvement in the several branches 
of studies, earnestness on the part of scholars has been the 
rule, rather than the exception. 

The condition of the schools is as we expected, school sess- 


ions have been longer, good teachers have been procured, more 
money has been raised, and generally, the people have taken 
greater interest than in previous years. 

To Parents and friends, we will say you can exert a great in- 
fluence in the school, your close attention inspires courage and 
confidence in the teacher, and prompts ‘the student to active 
study. . Our teachers are human beings, and not machines, 
they need your support, and your sympathy. The school-room 
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should be as pleasant as the home, the teachers honored and 
befriended, causing our schools to assume a higher perfection 
and mark a better progress. Support and maintain the same, 
by your liability so far as you are able during the coming year. 

The great interest taken by the people, is for the welfare of 
the young, it shows that Effingham is trying to redeem itself, 
and this is the only way it can, ‘‘onward and upward” is the 
motto by which we should live and act. 

Perhaps a few suggestions will not be out of place. In the 
first place, we have too many school districts in town, in which 
our school money is expended, and by a combination of two or 
more districts, it would be much more profitable. Now we 
would say that it will be better for the Prudential Committee to 
prepare the warrants:to this effect. The districts to which we 
refer in particular are Nos. 2, 7 and 10. During the past year, 
no session of school in district No. 2, being but one scholar in 
said district. 

If the voters in this district will see, that if the amount of 
school money raised from this district that if properly expended 
in district No. 3, 30 scholars at least would be benefited by 
about 6 weeks more of school. District No. 7 and 10 in the 
same proportion, in district No. 7, Effingham supported two 
schools the past year and Parsonsfield but one, and short as 
that which is not equal. Let us carefully consider the above, 
and study the best method whereby our school money may be 
expended.
